FRANCE.

Gil EAT ZOOLOGICAL ARRIVAL 
FROM AFRICA. 

Return of the Expedition — Among- the 
Animals arc tiro Giraffes. 

The ship Tigress, (appropriate name) | 
Captain llaimnond, arrived at Boston, 
March 31st, from Cape Town, Cape of 
Good Hope) bringing the exhibited in this 
country. On the succeeding day they 
generously exhibited bv 'he proprietors, 
gratis, to the citizens of Boston, nl No 
1)3 Union alieol. The animals, accor- 
ding t'jt'ne Boston Times, were taken bv 
an expedition sent out three \ea; » since 
by Messrs Macombfer, Welsh &. Co. 
They were absent strong that at the Cape 
they were given up for lost — only two, 
however, of the ‘expedition had died. 
They penetrated beyond CaflYaria, and 
300 leagues' farther north into die intori- 
er of Africa, than any European or A- 
inenenn traveler is ever known to have 
done belore. It was thought hv the ex- 
pedition at one time, that they saw the 
mountains of the moon and the sources of 
i lie Nile. They represent the interior 
country us very tiiinlv inhabited by a race 
differing from the negro,- II ittentot or 
Caffre, and mild and gentle, except when 
excited. Occasional de-erjs, liul much 
heavy tiudicr was found — wild game of 
every descrip- i m; also aliund nice of 
wild animals, which were s< inetimes dan- 
gerous. A huge African Lion w-as 
erto*!;! thus — ho suddenly leaped from a 
copse completely over three ot rim ;."'i!esV | 

landed among the nettings, which the 

company were carrying with them to en- 
trap smaller antm ■ Is. i I is roar was tre- 
mendous, ami his exertions to disentan-j 
gM himself frightful: hut one of the men, 
with great presence of mind, threw over 
him an additional quantity of nettings, 
i ml he was finally secured. He is row 
very docile, and measures nineteen and 
almlfleet from his nose to the tip of his 
■ ail — His like was probably never be tore 
exhibited in any civilized country. 

The greatest curiosities are two largo 
Giraffes, one of I lie most. remarkable quad- 
rupeds ol ihc animal kingdom, the most 
difficult to preserve alive, and the most 
sought afer by European P Uenlaies to 
adorn their zoological collections. Ten 
thousand p unds wore offerer I for them at 
ihe Cape to send them to Europe. This 
superhaniinal, commonly called ihe Canv 
olo Leopard, has a fawn like neck and 
head, lowering some 30 feet in the air, 
and tore legs so long nnd hind ones so 
short, that he seems to stand in a perpen- 
dicular attitude, lie is covered with a 
soft short fur of fawn color, with regular 
white spots, and his eye is largo and bean 
tiful hazel color. lie divides the hoof, 
chews the e ml, and feeds on the leaf >f a 
tree of the mimosa genus, called by the 
native ICaneap, bv the planters .Kamel-! 
looeu* — The one at Paris had several 
small crumple horn’d cows, of the Egyp- 
tain breed, brought with him to furnish 
milk. But we abstain from extending 
his notice of the Giraffe farther for the 
present, as we hope soon to see in per- 
son these first specimens ever brought to 
Amarica having been hi herjo too costly 
and to difficult to preserve for our' mar-, 
ket, and procured oulv with immense 
diffii itliy in pamper the luxury ofcour's. 
There are also brought out several B'aek 
Ostriches, a huge Condor, a new sp ci s 
of Baboon, several beautiful Gazelles, two 
splendid African Leopards, a large II e- 
na, and numerous minor animals. What 
a pity it is that some naturalist or histo- 
rian diil not accompany the expedition l 
Wlml a flo-al of new light could have 
poured upon a subject which 90 dbepY. 
'interests the world — a terra incognita to 
which so many learned societies of Eu. 
rope have directed their researches, and 
in attempting to explore which so many, 
gallant lives have perished. But it was 
left for Yankee enterprise, stimulated by 
the omnipotent impulse of gain, to have" 
accomplished, had l hey so desired, more \ 
than all the Mungo Parkcs. Bruces, Clap- 
pertoris, Denham's, Laings and Landers 
Imve ever done. IVe still chcrudi the 
hope that s-ane intelligent person connec- 
led with the expedition will publish a di-j 
ary and plain, unvarnished detail of facts, 
everv one of which being entirely new, 
will possess a charm however minute 
the narative.

For the month of 
January last, the postage on letters sent and] 
received by this mail at the post offices of New ! 
York, Philadelphia, Baltimore, unit Washing- 
ton, after making all pro;>er deductions, a- 
nioun ted to an average per annum of $ '. 99,000 . 
The whole cost of the mail, nfter all deduction®, 
will not exceed $2-10, 1 000 per annum: so that 
when it had run but sixty days, the revenue 
produced hv it, including all other offices on the j 
line, must have been nearly or quite equal to 
its eo=t. 

Encouraged by re tf ult«, tbe Department has 
now adverti-ed for express service from Wash-] 
ington, O. C\, to St. I.ouis. Mo. and from Day- 
ton, Ohio, connecting with this line, through 
Cincinnati. Eouisville, Nashville, and Hunts. 
ville, to connect with the southern line at Mont-] 
gomrry, Ala. it being expected that the propos-] 
ed steamboat mail from Louisville to New Or-! 
lean® will operate as an express mail through 
the Mississippi region. The results of the ex- 
press lines roinpured with the present lines, so 
faras speed is concerned, will be as follows, viz :

No proposal will J>e considered unless it be 
accompanied by a guaranty, signed by one or 
more responsible persons, in the following form, 
viz :

Tlii§*jiould be accompanied by the certificate 
of a postmaster, or other satisfactory testimo- 
ny, that the guarantors are men of property, 
and able to make good their guaranty. 

The Postmaster General reserves the power' 
of changing the schedules, but not so as to in- 
crease the expedition, without making the ad 
ditiotia! compensation authorized by law. 

The mails are to leave ’precisely at the time 
set. 

Five minutes only are allowed for opening 
ami closing them at an intermediate office. 

The pa y of the trip will be forfeited by*a fail- 
ure 1o arrive in time, nnd this forfeiture may be 
increased into a penalty not exceeding ten 
times the pay of the trip, according to the cir- 
cumstance- under which the failure happened. 
For it repetition of failures the contract may be 
annulled. 

No excuse whatever will be taken for a fail- 
ure.
